Paid Tribute by Canada 


Ottawa, Ontario, July 3.—/)— 
From national thanksgiving Canada’s 
capital turned today to national 
mourning for a young American offi- 
cer. The body of flying Lieutenant J. 
Thad Johnson, who was killed Sat- 
urday when landing with Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh’s escort, was 
borne through the streets of Ottawa 
on a British gun carriage under the 
Stars and Stripes in a full military 
funeral. 

Bells from the victory tower tolled 
and tens of thousands lined the street 
as the cortege passed. As the spe- 
cial train bearing the body back to 
the United States moved out across

air envoy to the United States, will 


carry messages from important per- 
sonages here to President Coolidge and 
other letters to Mayor Walker, of New 
York. He plans to land off The Bat- 
terv at New York. At the termina- 
tion of his flight back, he will land 


in the Thames near the houses of 
parliament in London. 

Captain Courtney's tlight bas at- 
tracted nation-wide interest in Great 
Britain. Speaking of it, r Allen J. 
Cobham, the famous British flyer, 
said : 

“A flight across the Atlantic from 
this side would be ai far greater 
achievement than what has already 
been done because of the difficulties 
with the winds may mean that the nvi- 
ators’ progress will be halved.
